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Start of Fire 
Described; Men 
On Scene Praised 


RESIDENTS NEAR 


FLAMES TELL OF | 


FIRST ACTIVITY 


Mr. and Mrs. H. J. Clewett 
Assist Four Surveyors 
In Checking Fire 


In the opinion of Mrs. H. J. 
Clewett everything possible was 
done to extinguish right at the 
start this week’s disastrous forest 
fire in the foothills north of Up- 
Jand. . 

With approximately 200 acres 
of brush and trees in the Upland 
watershed blackened, and with pre- 
liminary work underway to sow 
wild mustard seed to prevent soil 
erosion and to check the flow of 
the anticipated heavy rainfall this 
winter, attention is being center- 
ed on the cause of the fire and the 
activities of those who first knew 
of the blaze. 

Mr. and Mrs. Clewett, who re- 
side at Mountain avenue and 
Twenty-sixth street, had just re- 
turned home Monday noon when 
four surveyors employed by the 
Los Angeles bureau of power and 
light, told them of the fire. Im- 
mediately, Mrs. Clewett said, their 
telephone was used to spread the 
alarm and to call for help. The 
surveyors had been eating lunch 
near the Clewett residence. Mr. 
Clewett went with the surveyors 
in their car a little more than a 
quarter of a mile distant. Fire at 
that time was eating toward the 
tool shed on the Charles Dewey 
nursery. Door of this shed was 
broken open by the men and dyna- 
mite removed. The men made ef- 
forts to extinguish the blaze and 
to check its spread, Mrs. Clewett 
related. 

A half a mile east of Mountain 
avenue was a group of L. A. bu- 
reau employes engaged in erect- 
ing the huge electric line towers. 
The Clewetts could give no re- 
ports as to the activities of that 
group of men, but Mrs. Clewett 
was emphatic in declaring that 
those who were in the vicinity of 
the start of the fire did their part 
well. 

As to how the fire started, Mrs. 
Clewett said that the surveyors 
told her two cars drove west on 
Twenty-sixth street and it was 
assumed that a live cigarette stub 
carelessly thrown from the car 
ignited the dry weeds and brush 
north of the street. Near the 
spot where the fire started are 
houses occupied by Charles Marks 
and Ollie Moore. It is understood 
that Mr. Marks notified the sur- 
‘veyors, who rushed to the nearest 
telephone, which was at the Clew- 
ett home. Mr. Moore was not at 
home during Monday. 

Identity of the occupants of the 
two cars seen going west just 
prior to the start of the fire ‘“can- 
not be figured out,” Mrs. Clewett 
explained. West Twenty-sixth 
Street is used frequently by peo- 
ple other than the residents along 
the thoroughfare, she said. Some 
distance west of the Marks and 
Moore houses Twenty-sixth street 
connects with the ruad extending 
north from the west side of San 
Antonio Heights park. 

The individual suffering the 
greatest direct loss in the fire is 
Mr. Dewey, whose tool shed and 
Several rows of young citrus trees 
were destroyed. His son-in-law, 
Charles Ayres, also lost consider- 
able as the flames damaged a col- 
ony of bees. 

At noon the Deweys, who reside 
at 790 First avenue, were advised 
of the fire. Mr. Dewey, who had 
been at the nursery during the 
morning, returned there immed- 
iately. He arrived in time to see 
his tool shed a heap of smoldering 
ashes. 

Due to the fact that many acres 
of land on the lower edges of the 
foothills are denuded of heavy 
brush growth, ranchers and forest 
officials are concerned over the 
effect of heavy rains this winter. 
Plans are underway to sow the 
seed of wild mustard, which grows 
rapidly. lt may partially protect 
the soil from erosion and check 
flood water.

Many Cucamonga 
peach growers have sold property 
to the water district and it is the 
understanding of Mrs. W. H. Stipe, 
Cucamonga, that the right-of-way 
has been obtained as far west as 
Hellman avenue.

manager of the San Bernardino 
office of the California state em- 
ployment service, in which he 
said: 

Approximately 1,000 workers 
are wanted to harvest agricul- 
tural crops in San Bernardino, 
Fresno and Tulare counties. 

Approximately 350 families are 
needed for immedtate work at 
Fresno and 100 families at Vi- 
salia. Families are desired to 
work in the districts although 
single men will be able ‘to secure 
work. In San Bernardino county 
work is being offered in vine- 
yards.

While it seems to have been the rule for years that industry 
is counting out the man 40 years old and over, there are ex- 
ceptions in some cases. A report issued recently by the Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers msn. that the automobile in- 
dustry is one that has increased the proportion of older em-j} 
ployes. Between 1920 and 1930 that industry inereased by 51.3 
per cent the number of employes who were 45 years or older. 
Records of 14 automobile plants during 1933-34 season showed 
that annual earnings inereased steadily by age groups, with 
the maximum being attained between 55 and 60, Strange ag 
it may seem to many, the average annual earnings of the men 
50 years or older were 60 per cent more than ‘the average of 
employes under 30. This greater appreciation of men of ma- 
ture and serious judgment is probably due to the inerease in 
automatic machinery, which naturally lessens the demand for 
strenuous muscular effort. Regardless of whether or not this 
is the reason, it is ridiculous to believe that a man is down and | 
out at 40 years of age. Thousands of men have not really found 
themselves until they have passed their 40th birthday—especial- 
ly in the matter of conducting or supervising and 
other matters.

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The federal government collected over $20,000,000 in spee- 
ial automotive taxes during July in this country, aecording to 
figures given out by the Internal Revenue department. The 
largest amount was the tax on gasoline, which brought in $12,- 
013,597—this in addition to state and other local gasoline 
taxes. Federal tax of motor vehicles for that month was $3.- 
089,686, while buyers of tires paid federal tax to the amount 
of $1,382,160. Taxes on parts and accessories for July ac- 
counted for the remainder of the $20,000,000. It has reached 
the stage where car owners are kicking about the special taxes 
on gasoline and automobile accessories—but as praciteally 
everyone owns a ear it appeals to us that we had just as well 
pay taxes on ears, gasoline and accessories as to have them 
shifted to some other source to produce the necessary tax rev- | 
enue. Surely, the users of gasoline pay in proportion to the 
amount they use and the proportionate use they make of the | 
highways. Use lots of gas and pay much tax—-use httle gas 
an yay little gas tax. Sounds fair—doesn’t it?

The truck also carries 300 feet of 
one-inch hose, supply of shovels, 
axes, back pack pumps and a radio, 
It is the same type of truck that 
is used in National Forests in Cali- 
fornia. 

Each Ranger Station in the Na- 
tional Forests is equipped with a 
big tank truck carrying 500 gallons 
of water and 2000 feet of hose, a 
smaller tank truck similar to the 
one at the CCC camp. This combi- 
nation provides fast attack on the 
forest fires and has been the means 
of reducing the burned area in the 
National Forests of California. The 
small tank truck, such as the Ford 
V-8, always leaves first for the fire 
as it can make a fast run and con- 
trol the fire until the big tank 
truck arrives with its extra supply 
of water and equipment.
